It is a generally accepted belief among us 
Americans that the password to the British 
heart— the Open Sesame to its most carefully 
hidden treasures— is Roast Beef 

We are inclined to dive our cousins over the 
water full credit for sturdy peraeverauce, for 
stroug common sense and’ for all the solid j 
qualities of manhood, hut not for the depth of 
sentiment to produce those little touche-s of 
nature that make the whole world kin. Nor 
do we accord them generally that tine appre- 
ciation of humor that underlies the phlegm of 
every genuine John Bull. We are t >" apt to 
consider them stolid — as well as solid — de- 
scendants of the Caledonian who was famed 
for hi- rare -teaks, and to think their national 
motto mast he — Roast B-ef 

litis i- erroneous. It i- no more jo than 
“Christmas Pantomime.” Of this no better 
proof can he given — while uoue is needed — 
than llic rei i.rrent allusion- of th* L:stanl 
most English writcis ou tho inner life and 
character of England. Gentle Charles Lamfi 
reminds u.- of his early pantomime with that 
tender bonhomnifi* that warm* bis touch of all 
he loves best. Grim old Carlyle, In his liitt -r- 
est lushing of folly and vice, drew- many telling 
figures from it, too; while scores of the more 
ephemeral hut brilliant essayists find in it- sit- 
uations a joy forever. 

Take np any genuine English book, he it a 
novel or a sennou, about English manners, 
aud ten to one you tiud in it allu-ions to the 
pastime thut is all tiic more national because 
localized and set apart for a pecial season. 

Catch t>y the button of his perfect Poole 
coat one of the lacquered and well-padded 
“old boy-'' lounging in his club window, and 
ask of him the pleasantest recollection of his 
boyhood. He may delay a moment, for his 
memory is a full one, and be may pause while | 
his eve" wanders to a neat ankle at the oppo- 
site crossing; bnt when tlie answer does come, 
you uiav give the long odds it will be — Christ- 
mas patomlme. Stop tbe heaviest swell who 
“twots awouitd the Wow” and fire a similar 
question at him. If you get an answer at ail, 
it will be a similar one. 

The wizened, dried-apple old barrister, the 
rosy, lox -hunting squire, the dusty university 
fellow, and the lower grades of Cabby and 
Jeames, all liave the impress of iiantouffmc 
stamped upon the memory, only to casehardeu 
with time. Though tilled with the cumulate 
dust of years, hiddeu by the sittings from a 
bu-y life, the intaglio still underlies them, per- 
fect and sharp. 

There i- a cosy niche under tlie reserve of 
every English character into which the jollity 
of Harlequin and tlie parti-colored graces of 
Columbine seem specially to fit. 

Unfortunately, as yet we kuow little of 
the e in America. \Ye enjoy the season of 
gl-dm.-o in a way peculiarly our own, tnakiug 
m e long, roaring holiday from Portland to 
New Orleans— from Puget’s Sound to Pensa- 
cola. Wc gulp down jollity in huge glasses of 
csg'Uogg; stir up sociability iu deep bo.vls of 
punch; ilelighl iu fulled turkeys aud revel in 
pumpkiu pies and mlneeuieaL Our little peo- 
ple let ofl superabundant spirits in the uoise-t 
fireworks, anc pluck ravishing delights from 
the branches of the Christmas tree. Still we 
— who are so partial to social as well as politi- 
cal mass meetings — seek pleasure in small con- 
gregations rather than great at this festive 
time. There seems a tacit agreement to dessi- 
eate and condense the fun and frolic arouud 
one's own tire-id'.-; acd our public amusements 
— desc-ried by their regular patrons — are given 
Over to those who have no fire-.-idc of their own, 
or who have at other seasons little leisure or 
Opportunity for such indulgence. 

Then the taste for legitimate pantomime has 
not been cultivated in American audiences. 
The recent introduction of the spectacular 
drama, with Its dazzling scenic effects and its 
superimposed ballet, bas lieen more successful. 
But the pantomime is out generic; uud, though 
perhaps uoue know it but to love it, still it 
must be known before being loved. 

There ha* rarely been a good pantomime 
troupe in the United .States. The Ravels, with 
their almost miraculous gymnast ics, their ex- 
ceptionally dr "11 conceits and their speakiug 
gestures, have always been welcomed as popu- 
lar favorites whenever seen. There are few 
boys in their teen- who do not At du vivid

These, 
reversing the principle of the Ravels, have 
generally depeuded little on acting aud much 
ou tiusel and blue lights — the former very 
cheap, if very nasty, and the latter of a most 
contagious bine. 

We all know what a Urge share of the Eng- 
lish year is taken up by preparations forits 
Christmas. These, while lacking the busy 
chatter ol the French, the elaborate heaviness 
of the German and the tedious formulas of th* 
Italian holidays, send over tho whole i-land an 
sll-iiervading -en-e of kinship. An electric 
jollity flashes from oue cud of England to the 
othc-v— sending thrills to the remoicobeepfolds 
of Australia and the poisonous malaria of the 
Cape — at the blazing of the Y ule log. And 
the time-honored, heart-warming old custom 
loses nothing in ihe march of progress. Re 
form, in its most leveling shape, cannot up- 
root what comes nearest to making common 
ground for the Britov of all grades. 

London blazes with tight aud fun, and the 
proT'nces are uowl-e behind her. As of yore, 
country nretildes welcome guests by scores, the 
noblest and the gayest go down to ancestral 
Scats aud collect brllliaut circles arouud them. 
At this season poruffs through which the 
brave and proud -talked stately of yore, stand 
wide; on the wails of the casile and cottage 
alike the red ficxric- shine through the rich 
leaves of the holly; the homely gudewifc dives 
I elbow -deep in the' mysteries of plum pudding, 
aud the sturdy laborer mentally weighs the 
daily increasing gobbler. The very inns, new 
sanded aud with glittering (Mine-, pile ou fresh 
backlogs aud bring out more foaming aie. 
Even in “central London’s streaming roar” 

I overworked drudges cease toil tor the hour; 
fo.sil clerk3 brush off the dust of trade, and 
even the street children imbibe some of 
the hilarity that seems to permeate the very 
f °g- 

And the centsr to which the fun of the holi- 
days converge-— the main figure of the crew 
of "frolic — is tiie pantomime, for the harlequin- 
ade, so long in preparation, is ready at last. 
For weeks it has I -ecu in active rehearsal; the 
energy and ingenuity of the mauager, all the 
I originality and talent of his. troupe, all the 
tinsel and' glitter of the paint-room, aud all the 
pomposity of the “gas-governor," Uaic been 
taxed to tlie utmost. 

The pantomime is ready, and thcater-board* 
wiib daring placard -t stare you iu the face at 
every turn. Fautaloon and Clown vie wuh 
each other in startliug pose*, ami Columbine 
I emerges, with a parti-colored piroutte, from a 
I web of magical letters. 

The journals are full of the pantomime, the 
streets talk of it, and the echoes penetrate 
■"ii to the club smokier i m-. Higged 
I crowds collect rouud the show boards, the 
| drive lisps out queries about the spectacle, and 
the go-sip of the four o’clock tea is refreshing- I 
ly mixed with it. 

When Master Bull is packed with his trunk 
I on top the coach, and seal lamenting back to 
I school on Black Monday, his ruddy face is 
I long and rueful; but before the lodge-gate is a

The meeting was called to order with the Presi- 
dent, L. Young, Esq., to ihe chair, and James T. 
Donaldson as temporary Secretary. 

PRfcSintNT'S ADDRKSS. 

The President presented and read to the meet- 
ing the following paper to relation to certa'n 
fruits, and recommending the organization of 
local or auxiliary societies as the best means of 
extending tbe benefits of the Slate Potnoiogical 
Society generally throughout the State: 

GtNtLtMXN — I deem the present occasion a fit 
opportunity to oiler lor vour r.insfilenulon an 
outline of the labors enjoined upon us as mem- 
bers of this association and as friends of Ihe frult- 
growtng Interest; also a sketch of the advan- 
tage- which mav lie expected lo result from a 
faithful discharge of those labor-, -elf-imposed 
by our voluntary unlou wlih this orgauLzatlon. 

1 may premise tnal Ihe difficulties which environ 
the road to success In fruit culture, are many In 
number ami varied In character. Some are im- 
perfectly or not at all understood, whilst our ut- 
ter Ignorance of the nature of others makes them 
seem almost If not altogether Insurmountable. In 
spring wc st-e trees of Ihe apple and pear load— 1 
with tbe richest profusion of bloom, tn which 
thorough Impregnation takes idaee, and vet a few 
weeksMator examination will develop th*- fact 
that every frnltiet has sustained an Injury on Its 
outer coating or skin which has de-troved th • 
vitality ot the part affected, sometimes even to 
the extent of the whole surface of the frultlet. 
An apple or pearls analogous In structure to the 
leaf or smooth bark of tn- tree on which It I- 
l ome from the seed vessels outward. The skin of 
the frutllet corresponds with the cuticle of toe 
young bark or leaf, and the llcsh of the fruit un- 
der the skin with Ihe pulp or green cellu- 
lar tissue under the young bark or under the cuti- 
cle of the leaf. This pulpy sub-lane to th- 
young frultlet rests upon and adheres to the cor - 
or framew ork of the seed vessels. Now Just as 
th ■ green nulpv mutter under the smooth 
bark dries up when tse cuticle b 

peeled, even so when the akin of 
the frultlet Ls destroyed or removed, 
the pulp? matt-r adhering to the core dries up 
also, and when In future growth the. ore orrram-- 
wsrkof the seed vessels begins to swell, the dried 
pulpy matter adhering bursts open, having lost 
Its vitality ami power of expuuslou by tha de- 
struction of the skin and consequent expoeiu** to 
the air. This bursting under such cireum-top — s 
Is what ls termed cracking In fruit-growing par- 
lance. 

White Doyenne and a few other pears have been 
subject to : hfc* disease for many years, but more 
recently, winter Uearmaln and Bellflower apple- 
have suffered In some localities such Injury from 
this cause, as. If not checked, will reader them 
valueless in the orebard. 

Again, should the crop in lb early stages of 
growth escape injury trorn the mysterious cause 
or causes which firing on dwarfing or cracking 
luicr in (he grow ing season we find bltter-rol or 
black blotches appearing upou the skin of th- 
famous Newtown Pippin and the popular Ilambo 
to a degree In many localities which ha- well 
ulgh caused them to be reject-d from the Ust of 
,'rtilts that can be profitably grown. And whilst 
disease ls making such Inroads upon the profits of 
the prehatd. Insects— the borer, the curcullo. th • 
pear and apple midge- are bee ming numerous 
enough to enforce a claim to the lion’s share of 
the varieties as vet to some degree exempt from 
disease AH these are dlfilcultles to th*- way of 
successful fn“’ tullurs which concert of action 
among growers ls li.ost likely id overcome. And 
even should concert. • I ai-tloo fall to accomplish 
so desirable a result, still partial success would 
mitigate the evil consequences resulting from 
those causes tn a considerable degree. 

I here is yet another cla« of difficult!. - 
moral of which Is tbe peculiar province of asso- 
ciations organiz' d like this. Prominent among 
difficulties of this class, two may be nnm-d- 
upat hy or reluctance on the part of some persons 
to plant out an orchard, and the difficulty of 
know ing, on the part of most people wh-n In- 
clined to plant, what sorb will succeed and prove 
remunerative. 

From personal observation we know there are 
well-to-do farmers In some nelgnNtrdoods who 
could any day lu tbe year set before friends in a 
creditable style a good, substantial dinner, and 
who vet could not, on any one oc.-as on, add to 
the de-ert from his own trees a plate of pears like 
the Bartlett or of peaches like the Crawford or 
Vansint’s superb. 

oue of the most promising measures whose ten- 
dency Is to overcome such obstacle- was adopted 
by resolution at the September me-tirrt; of this so- 
formatlon of lo<-al clubs a- auxiliaries of 
this society. In these clubs growers have oppor- 
tunities to make a know ledge of the good quali- 
ties of any given fruit familiar to Ihe peo- 
ple by frequent exhibitions, which affords oppor- 
tunities to Judge by the eye and hy tasting. De- 
scriptive catalogues aad potnoiogical ■ 
erally are no doubt profitable reading for the eon- 
;■ inner, and such works are In a manner Indispen- 
sable to the grower, yet personal opportunities to 
see the size and character of any giv en fruit, and 
lo test It- quality by tasting samples that hare at- 
tained their highest state of perfection under 
management of a skillful grower, will do more 
to convince one w hat merit Is In a given fruit 
than all the book-learning on that subject to be 
found wttbln the four continents. 

A striking instanc of th- efficacious working 
of this plan occurred quite recently In tbe Jef- 
f-rson County Farmers’ Club, with which the 
heutucky Horticultural Society Is uflUlallug 
during the winter months. At on- "f th- Novem- 
ber meetings a member of the Horticultural So- 
ciety set before tho chib some beautiful iipe 
specimens of the Lawrence pear, which w ere cut 
and portions presented to every member present. 
Among those partaking was a substantial farmer 
somewhat beyond tip? meridian of life, who, with 
an indomitable will, aided bv a strong right arm, 
had, with the Jack plhne, ahoved himself luto the 
possession of a most valuable farm, well stocked 
and In a high state of cultivation, atul who has 
heretofore thought somewhat lightly of the 
on-hard. Recently this gentleman has delegated 
to others the arduous labor of managing this 
large estate, reserving to hhuself aa area so small 
•as -Imply to afford that exercise which ls an ele- 
ment of recreation, rather titan Impose such 
labor as leads to fatigue, some days after tbe 
display and distribution of these fruits tiv- geuiltn 
man in question called on the exhibitor to know 
where he could procure half a dozen trees of that 
variety, wl.-btng to Install them within the lmilat 
of u" "’Inlature fhra> or sample grounds. 

Another subject ““serving your OOt» attrition 
IS this: Whose duty is It to In getting up and 
-tistalning thl« organization, and whal Advance- 
ment shall be deemed a sufficient measure of sne- 
ci ss to warrant Ils continuance? The amount of 
duty Imposed upon the several classes in a eom- 
mimltv to eneourage orchard culture may per- 
haps be best measured by the magnitude of the 
Interest w hich each class has In the obtentlon of 
success. The consumer, for example, cannot 
gainsay the fact that he is benefited, although In- 
cidentally, by the extension and siieee— fo! man- 
agement of tbe orebard, because (berebv the ag- 
gregate of life sustaining commodities i» lucrea-ed, 
and consequently cheapened; but. as in years 
of failure he ls compelled, -o In years of bearing 
he may from choice fall back upon the antiscor- 
butics of Ibe kitchen gard-u and neglect the pro- 
ducts ol the orchard, w ithout greater loss to him- 
self than the abnegation of tlie enjoyment of [bus* 
delicacies to be obtained only from good fruits In 
perfection. Not so w ith the nurseryman or pro- 
fessional fruit-grower. The products they grow 
are their source of revenue and they must And a | 
market for their respective commodltl-. or their 
vocations droop— apathy or ludifferonce on th - 
part of themselves or the community of purchas- 
ers Is death to their calling. The other and last 
subject lo which I would call your attc-utfon Is 
this: W hat degree of advtinr -ment In th- knowl- 
edge of our business will warrant the couttnuance 
ol this organization? 

The bare mention of our Ignorance iu regard to 
tbe nature of many uifflculties that retard -uc- I 
eesslul irult growing at this time, will -u:fle • to I 
show that our present Inters must consist rather 
in devising means to acquire knowledge than In 
efforts to Impart It. W'e must Institute methods I 
of observation which promise to develop facts 
that may be woven lmo theories, explain ng the 
nature of the diseases now rioting upon Ihe leaves, 
brunrfco- and frultleis In th- orchard. In order 
I hat suitable remedies therefor may be devised. 

W e must Institute observations upon Ibe life and 
habits of sueh Insects as are hurtful to the 
orchard, if we would counteract their depreda- 
tions. 

What we know, and Is useful. If not already 
I common, let us tell to each other and to the 
world. But let us not au-rnpt lo make a book 
until we can fill Its pages, in part at least, with 
original matter. This we should not do; ttrst. be- 
cause a reprint of known facts and of letters of 
apology from -absent members adds little to our 
credit.

I hey must put her 1 hrough 
In all kinds of weather, no matter how dark snd 
slot my, or loose i heir situation, and some one 
employed tn their stead that will take ail of these 
desperate chances. Tne writer »•- at home on 
ihe night of this awful accident, and made the 
remark io Uls family that u was a dreadful bad 
night on the river.

A Washington correspondent of tlie Bo-ton 
T ra teller has been digging in the postuflicc 
department anil lias found sev ral rich iiiines 
of corruption there. Here is one of the 
n-any: Among the post routes establish, 1 

was one two years ago iu the Territory of Ari- 
zona. At least it is supposed the route was 
established from the reason that a contra t 
w s awr.rded to one Mr. Piston — a brother of 
the delegate fiom that territory — to carry the 
n. alls over said route for the handsome sum of 
s'O.oOO per year. Everything was going on 
smoothly and not a murmur of discontent was 
I caul about this contract; for uo one knew of 
it ..t the time it was made except the parties 
directly interested. Now for the sequel. The 
bill f« r the drst year's -ervice came in and was 
promptly paid by the department. The tillair 
now is no longer u secret; but Governor Mc- 
C< muck, of Aiizonn, learns m au indirect 
manner that ?P0,IKJ0 a year is being ex- 
pended to carry th- mails over a route 
in the territory of which he is governor. He 
examines into the matter, and in a letter to 
the Postoflice Department, signed in his ca- 
pacity of Governor, and with seal attached, ho 
reiHirts that “not a single letter or au ounce of 
trail matter has ever been carried over the 
rente;” pronounces it a swindle from begin- 
ning to end, and protests against the paymeut 
of any more money. The contractor becomes 
alarmed, aud hastens at ouce to Washington 
to fix np matters. The second year’s bill is 
presented for payment; but the pay clerk, with 
Covemor McCormick's letter before him, re- 
fuses to pay it. An intimate personal friend 
of Randall's appears on the scene— has several 
interviews with him. On the day following 
one of these interviews the pay clerk has a 
note laid before him. It reads : “ Pay this 
bill. A. vy. R., Postmaster General.” The 
bill is paid, and the contractor leaves in high 
glee. An investigating committee is needed 
sorely in every department of the Govern- 
ment, but, as the Radicals have it all tlicir own 
way, the chances of a stop being put to the 
robbing arc small.

; , I went to see 11' at his houae in E.or- 

cucc, where he was then re-id':ng. In the 
course of conversation he inquired what there 
was new iu Paris, whence I had lately come, 
end I mentioned a piece by Serihe (the ‘Bastille 
dcs Dames,’ I think it was) as the latest nov- 
elty. ‘.Vow, - said lio.-iui, ‘there Isa thing 
I cannot understand. Why on earth should 
Scribe go on at his age writing for the stage? 
What has he to gain? Money he doe- not 
want, any increase of fame he can hardly ex- 
pect, ami if he get it, what diflerencc could it 
make to him? His position in life is fixed. 
But, with seme pe, mlc, it seems to be a rage. 
They cannot leave on writing. For mv own 
part I have always steadily resisted the en- 
treaties with which for more than twenty 
venrs, I have been assailed to attempt the 
stage once more. I know very well that Icau 
do nothing better, if as good, as I have done 
already. When I had written the “Barblerre,” 
the ' (kizzn,” “Semiramide, - ' and “Gulllanme 
Tell,” to say nothing of a crowd of other 
operas, I fell my best powers had been exerted. 
After reaching his prime, a man does not ex- 
pect to grow tidier or stronger, he may grow 
fatter — mats jiour ma part je nc me soucic pas 
que ma musfque prctiuc du ventre.” ‘But 
you began composing very early in life, you 
know,’ -aid his wife. What age were you 
when you wrote the ‘‘Barbierrc?” twenty- 
three, was it not?’ l‘Yes, I do not pretend to 
fix the age at which a writer should eease to 
publish. All I say is that, when you have 
reached your greatest bight you must neces- 
sarily decline, so I think it better to leave oil 
at the top. 1 write still. I shall do so <fe tempi 
en tan/tf, I dare say, as lou* as I live; but then; 
i- no reason why I should exp > < nr,- '.! to 
the caprice of a public whose praise I do uot 
care for, aud whose blame might annoy me.” 
Talking of his age on this same evening he 
h id me that he was horn only eight weeks 
after the death of Mozart (179J). 'Now you 
speak of Mozart, maestro,' said I, ‘I mu.t 
read you what mv brother, an accomplished 
musician, says in a letter I received yesterday. 
He is in au out-of-the-way place tn India, w here 
he hears uo mu-ie, and lia- no instrument, and 
he consoles himself by studying tbe scores of 
“Don Giovanni” ‘'Guillaume Tell," and can 
hardly make up his mind which to place high- 
est.' ’ Rossini shook his head. ‘II a tort. II 
nc faut pas dire ccto.' And on mv making a 
deprecatory gesture, he continue!, laying nis 
baud on mine, ‘Non! jc vom le dis tr - 
scrieuaemcnt et en conscience. Je u’ai jamais 
etc a la hauteur dc Mozart. When youug com- 
posers come to me for counsel I always give 
them this; Take every opportunity of study- 
ing Mozart. lie has excelled in every kind of 
music; in his works you will find every sort of 
clicct, and always produced by the most legit- 
imate means.’ I never heard him speak so 
emphatically. In general there was so much 
of persiflage concealed under his pretended 
bonhomie, that the simple aud unsuspecting 
might easily be taken in; but on this subject 
he wits unmistakably iu earnest”

THE LABOR^QUESTiON. 

The Question ofi State Aid in Behalf 
of Imiuigratiou. 

[To tbe Editor of the Courier-Journal.] 

An adequate supply of skillful and reliable 
field aud domestic labor is beyoud all doutt 
the most important and vital subject In retard 
to the material interests of the people of Ken- 
tucky at present. 

Vpou that supply depends the progress or 
the decline, tlie success or the failure of all 
of our business interests, for upon it they all 
depend directly or remotely. The present 
general growth of our towns and cities may 
,.icm to be au exception to this proposition, 
but that apparent prosperity must prove to be 
fungus aud ephemeral, because it is not 
bused upon a prosperous condition of either 
our agriculture or our manufactures. 

ft is not strange that the embarrassments 
of tbe farming community and tbe disc imfort 
of the domestic circle seek expression so often 
through the press aud in social intercourse. 
Tbe evils are great beyond endurance almost, 
und a remedy is sought aud desired with in- 
tcusest interest; and it is generally conceded 
that our dilemma an uttly be re!' 'v. d by 
united action, and by State legislation in some 
foi m or other. The w riter of this lias read 
w ith eageruess and lias pondered with care 
what has beeu written by others on this sub- 
ject, aud especially the discussions of the 
Farmer*’ clubs of Jefferson aud of Fayette

Gen. Schofield thinks the War Department 
should have charge of Indian affairs, his argu- 
ment being that, as the army does the work it 
should have the management, or, a* General 
Giant is credited with putting it, since it gets 
the kicks and cuffs, it should likewise hav e 
control. As on argument, the argument is no 
argument at all; as au indication of the temper 
in which tlie peace-man aud his friends ap- 
proach the Presidency, it is deep- 
ly significant. It is the special business of the 
army to take the kicks and enffs; it is for thi- 
thut it is kept on foot; and if, because it does 
take the bungs current in all Governments, it 
is therefore to be the Government, why that 
puts an end to any rule save that of the sword. 
If, becau-e tlie army has to fight the Indium, 
the War Department is the proper depart- 
ment to have entire charge of Indian atUire, 
then, as the army in the last resort has to ex- 
ecute tbe laws, the War Department ought to 
have tbe making of the laws. On the same 
ground on which Gen. Schofield, under the in- 
spiration of Gen. Grant, desires the removal 
of the Indian Bureau from the Interior to the 
War Department, he might argue in favor of 
turning overall the civil powers of Govern- 
ment into the same receptacle. The recom- 
mendation is a ['lain step toward absolutism.

A Lawyer Medtlle* with an Elope* 

■teat and Catches a Tartar. 

[From tlie New Orleans Times, 19ib.] 

The elopement, or rather private marriage 
case, mentioned in the lust edition of the Times, 
came up before Recorder Becker Friday. The 
pi Isoner, a youth of perhaps tncuty. Is charged 
In the affidavit with having, on the 231 of No- 
vember last, made oalh before Hon. Geo. W. 
Sadler, a Justice of the Peace, that the daughter 
of prosecutrix, a young lady of about seventeen 
years of age, had attained her majority, and that 
In i oiiscqucnce of such ufihtoylt, the said Jostle • 
sutler Issued a marriage license, permitting the 
celebration of the nuptuals of the young lady and 
a Irieud of the accused. 

col. LetnU-y. who appeared as counsel for the 
defense, contended the Impossibility of anv one 
other than a mother being competent to testify to 
the age <>f man or woman, and In consequence all 
the decisions of the Supreme Court were to the 
effect that owing to the very Impossibility, no 
perjurv could exist In cases of this character, 
fviiury consisted In willful, false swearing, for the 
malicious purpose of deceiving. There could not 
possibly be a deceit In this, as the Justice knew 
as well as any one the accused could not, under 
anv circumstances, of his own knowledge, testify 
to the toting lady’s exact age. 

it was contended oy the court that the perjury 
did not consist In falsely swearing to what he 
could not know, but In testifying be did know, 
wl.al it was certain he didn’t. 

He remanded the prisoner until Monday, a 
week, under live thousand dollars bend. 

lhe prosecutrix, during the examination wore 
a thick green vail, which effectually concealed 
her race. 

t'ol. Lemly. stating that the law required the 
accuser and accused should he brought face to 
face, demanded to see that of the lady. The re- 
quest was complied with a little excitedly, and 
the following Is. In suligtance, about the conver- 
sation Which followed : 

The Lady— “Do you see my face?" 

Col. Lemly— "I do, madam." 

1 he Lady— “Y'ou're a gentleman." 

The Colonel bowed. 

The Lady— "The meanest nigger In this court Is 
a perfect gentleman compared to you." 

Recorder Becker— “Let me speak, madam.” 

Tin- clerk— “Keep order In court.” 

The Lady— “I'm not ashamed to show my face. 
I'm not ushamed to show my face anywhere. 
You think you cau Insult me, hut I aui not of- 
fended.” 

A Lawyer— “It was an Insult." 

Recorder Becker— “Col. Lemly, you did 
wrong.” 

Col. Lemly— “I am Justified by law." 

The lady spoke for some minutes very rapidly, 
gradually growing more and more excited, weep- 
ing bitterly, and, finally tiecomlng hysterical, she 
w as led out of Ibe room by the court officers and 
conducted to Recorder Becker’s private office. 

The circumstance created no little excitement, 
much feeling being mAnl tested on both sl'l"S. It 
appears tbe marriage was discovered on the 17th 
lust. The mother, looking for some trttte which 
she thought was In the pocket of her daughter's 
■ Ires.-, went to her armoli , and, finding a letter, 
took It out aud read It. 

It proved to have been written by the young 
I lady’s mother-in-law, addres-lng her In affec- 
! tlonat' terms on the union with her son, and 
giving her some advice as to her future life. 

The mother at once demanded a full history of 
the matter and learned the ceremony was per- 
formed iu J udge Moutantut’s court, the couple 
I sc arming immediately afterward. 

The young wife, we hear, was pledged to keep 
'he matter a secret for three years. Her mother 
1 made nor verify her statement, so we are In- 
formed, on the family blble, and then demanded 
' that she should assist her in haring the marriage 
declared illegal.

' left the pouse. re- mother Is un ler the tmpres- 
I nion (he marriage was solemnized by the young 
' man with the sole object of securing:! legacy, 
w hich, she asserts, will fall to her daughter at the

pcrience with free labor, aud all individual 
cllorts and resources have beeu faithfully tried 
to make it as reliable and efficient as possible. I 
Disappointment, vexation, failure a.id defeat 
have been the general results; and a fruitful 
-casou alone has saved the country from still i 
more diminished production and tlie farming 
community from still further losses. Not- | 
withstanding all our efforts, persuasives aud 
cxjiedients with our laborers. Instead of be- 
et ming more reasonable, tractable and reli- | 
able, they have advanced in the contrary 
direction, and they have intrenched them- ] 
sclvei in strong position to maintain iL They ] 
now generally not only refuse to make en- 
gagements bv the year, or even bv the month, 
but they insist upon being employed by the 
week, the day or the job, or upon the shares; 
aud of course when the press of work shall 
gome they will demand, and we cannot refuse 
the highest wages, and more than we can well 
afford. 

In seeking for the canse of our present con- 
dition, and for the menus of relief from it, we 
must look to a great controlling principle 
which we cannot overthrow, but in accordance 
w ith which w e must act. Political economists, 
in all ages and countries, have recognized it 
as an invariable axiom of inexorable operation, 
that where demand is in excess of supply then 
supply can aud will pre -tribe her own terms 
and prices, even if tuev be unreasonable and 
unjust; and nice cersu.- aud where demand and 
supply are in equilibrium there only will the 
highest prosperity be found. The demand for 
labor iu Kentucky Ls greater than the supply 
of it, and therefore labor can aud will fix its 
prices aud its terms so long as that condition 
lists. 

Let it not be said that we have the same 
number of laborers amoug us which wc always 
had, for even if that is literally true, still they I 
do uot yield the same amount and value of 
labor which they formerly did, and .this every | 
turner knows, 'anil every lady housekeeper 
kt.ows and feels. 

Let it uot be said that hy agreements among 
the employers, or by appropriate legislation 
tbe laborers may be compelled to yield their 
labor as formerly, for here the inexorable law 
of supply and demand interposes, aud declares 
that the power of compulsion rests rather with 
the short supply of labor titan with tbe large 
demand for it, "md tlie experience of the ex- 
piring year dearly proves the futility of all 
plan- aud scheme- of compulsion. 

Let it not be said that the legislative arm 
may be used to extort the labor which is now 
witlield, for the universal law of political eeon- 
■ imy to more potent tliau legislation. Even if 
legislation was available iu the case, it must 
be r mein be red that, while the stove may have j 
been compelled to work, il cannot be so of the 
free or of the freedman. This was our expe- 
rience under our laws bv which vagrants were 
sold into temporary service. The service then 
was of no practical value, aud the 1 tw was 
therefore a nullity; und such legL-lgtion now 
would uot he tolerated by existing Federal in- 
l stitutions, even if no other, objections inter- 
po-cd. 

I to the law of demand and supply wc must 
| recur again, under which to tiud relief; but let 
it not be -aid that we will dimiu;:h d maud if 

I we cannot increase s’gpply; that we will 
vatc less land and keep more in grass, even if 
we make less money on our forms: and that in 
t our families we will live on cold bread and tea, 

| and have but two meals per day, and close onr 
I doors to hospitality. This may be well as a 
| last and dire resort, but it will be galling 
j to our feelings as a people, and will be 
I rninious to the prosperity of our State; 
and it should not be admitted until all 
other expedients have been tried iu vain. 

| Let us rather seek to increase the 
supply by promptly introducing more and bet- 
ter laborer*, ana thus by equalizing the supply 
| with the detuand, demand will become more 
j independent, and supply will become more 
| compliant, aud the substantial welfare of both 
j will lie secured. If our present laborers will 
j not improve under tbe increase of number, 
then let them be dispensed with and others 
be substituted in their places, and thus no law 
of political economy, no principle of public 
policy, and no feeling of refitted humanity will 
be violated. 

This simple aud effective expedient, while it 
is sure of success, i- let even difficult, rnueb 
le.-s impracticable iu itself. The imputations 
of the old world, both European aud Asiatic, 
are full to overflowing, and both are teeming 
with operatives of the best quality, tnth 
agri< ultural, mechanical und domestic. They 
look to the United States with longing eyes as 
the El Dorado of the world, and many of them 
come of their own guidance only, others by 
the aid of their governments, and still others 
by the inducements ol iuimurrutiou societies, 
or of individuals in this country. 

But Kentucky receives only a small share of 
this incoming population. Wo have uttered 
to it at home uo cheering words of cordial in- 
vitutiou, and have not extended to it the hand 
of hospitable welcome on reaching our shores, 
as others have done. \Vc have been content 
that the world shall know our State only as 
tlie laud of fairest ladies, finest horses, und 
strongest drink.-; and wc have published little 
or nothing of the fertility of our soil, the salu- 
brity of our climate, the richness of our mini's, 

I and the resources of our manufactures. To 
the laboring poor of Europe and Asia, anil 
even to the more independent farmers and 
| mechanics of the Old World, Kentucky is a 
terra incognita; for our maps, charts, tables, 
and document-, to show our wealth, resources, 

I and inducements, have uot been laid before 
| them, as others have been. These only are 
wanting to turn to our State a tide of immigra- 
tion which w ill uot only bring to us the wealth 
of toiling muscle, but also much of capital and 
skill ull of which we itccd. 

But to accomplish much in inducing immi- 
gration, and at an early period, the work is too 
great for individual heads and hands. Indeed, 
organized corporations now falter in the work, 
not only because of its magnitude, but also 
because they will not certainly and exclusive- 
ly reap the fruit- of their own exertions and 
expenditures. Laborers which are lauded in 
the city of New A'ork lay the “Kentucky Im- 
migration Company” may be inveigled and 
carried to the AA '•st by the agent of some other 
State, corporation or tond company; and those 
even which are brought t* > Kentucky mar, un- 
der our present statute laws, be seduced from 
tlie service of those who import them. Hence 
all arc discouraged; aud neither individuals nor 
corporations will incur the expense of ailing 
importation; and to tbe tics of kindred only, 
and among the poor.it i- left, at present, io 
do this great » ork for Kentucky. 

It Is. indeed, a great work, and a good work, 
and is promotive of the general welfare, aud 
should be done by united action, 
mid at the general expense; and 

authorized by legislative sanction, aud 
dignified and made secure by Exec- 
utive supervision. The subject was formally 
entertained by the last Legislature, hut was 
postponed tor further investigation. If labor 
has been in nnsupplied demand in the past, 
ai d if this mode of supply would have lieett 
wise and prudent heretofore, how much more 
so iu tlie future, w hen a geueral system of in- 
ternal improvement, or certainly the construi 
tion of several extensive lines of railroaiLs, 
will soon be embarked in, which will r •quire 
a vast additional amount of labor. If that 
labor is uot otherwise orovided for, it will be 



“Moalcy 1 * A tnir Only WYar." 

The historian of the Netherlands has b eu 
delivering a very clever lecture in New York 
ou political progress iu Europe aud America. 
Referring to America, he said; “The future of 
humanity depends on the manner in which we 
execute our trust This nation stands on the 
point to which all other.- are struggling — the 
starting point, not the goal. De Tocqueville, 
during his stay here, was so impressed with 
what lie saw, that on his return to France he 
exhorted not only his own but all other 
countries t« accept the fact that Demo- 
cracy is the pre-ordained destiny of tbe hu- 
man race. Whether it is a bane or a bless- 
ing, we must accept it and make tlie best 
of it” Mr. Motiev next refereed to the pro- 
gress made by Europe since the early ages. Of 
Germany he said there is no fear that she will 
organize a despotism. Bismarck is opposed to 
it. He understands the wants of the age. 
Germany may moke a stand before the pro 
gress of liberty, but sooner or later “shoot 
Niagara she must” Mr. Motley concluded 
by referring to Austria, England and the lesser 
powers, and predicted ttiat ere long a tide of 
immigration will set In hereto take possession 
of the fertile plains of the South, now waitiug 
bnt for the baDd of the husbandman. There 
were many points in this lecture we should 
like to lay before our readers did our space 
permit, but wc must reserve that pleasure.
